An Oid Suit Decided.

New York, Dec. 28.—The action of 
Isaac H. Bailey, assignee in the bank- 
ruptcy af'Paniel Drew, to recover cer- 
tain securities which Drew assigned 
before hie failure to his son, Wm. H. 
Drew, has been decided in favor of the 
defendant by Justice Lawrence of the 
Supreme Court. During the panic of 
1873 Daniel Drew became heavily in- 
volved. He then held securities of 
the par value of $4,344,000 and of the 
actual value of $1,454,000, which he 
assigned to his son. He went into 
bankruptcy in 1876. Bailey began 
action against the son individually 
aud as executor of his father’s estate 
to recover these securities, alleging 
that the assignment of them had been 
made in view of impending bank- 
ruptcy.

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8 in the lobby of one of the 
hotels a few evenings ago, says the Chi- 
cago Mail, was a small group of rail- 
way officials and two or three business 
men. After a time conversation drifted 
to the subject of dining cars. “Do you 
know,” said a business man addressing 
a general passenger agent, “‘that when 
foreigners first travel in this country 
they don’t half appreciate our American 
-aystem?- In England and on ‘the conti- 
nent eating stations, as a rule, are far 
superior to ours.. And when s foreigner 
travels through the United States he at 
first waturally turns his attention to 
ward the eating stations. But it takes 
only a few trials to convince him of his 
error. The usual poor cooking, bad 
service, twenty-minutes-for-dinner plan 
tires him, and straightway he hies him- 
self to a diner and eats respectably.” 

“That's right,” said one agent. “I 
have heard the same thing regarding 
foreigners expressed before.” 

‘Doubtless true,” said the oldest rail- 
roader ef the group, ‘‘but on the other 
hand we all know that every road in 
the country would discontinue the sys- 
tem if it could do so.” 

“And why so?” asked one of the busi- 
ness men. 

“Because,” he continued, ‘“‘dining- 
cars are an @xpensive luxury and are 
run atan actual yearly loss. But the 
system has become a necessity; the ex- 
pense goes to the operating account, 
and the directors—well, they kick. With 
competition so sharp, as it is between 
the granger roads, ho trouble or ex- 
pense is spared to make the service per- 
fect. But after all this a mighty small 
percentage of the traveling public pa- 
tronizés diners.” 

‘How long has the service been in ex- 
istence?” was asked. 

“It began about twenty years ago,” 
answered the veteran agent. ‘The 
roads did not place much faith in the 
scheme at first, but concluded to make 
an experiment. It was about Decem- 
ber, 1870, when the first dining-car was 
run out of Chicago to St. Louis. A hotel 
on wheels was a novelty, and at the 
beginning the cars were so well patron- 
ized that all the other great roads 
quickly decided to adopt the scheme. 
At first the diners were rather crude 
affairs. Ordinary passenger cars were 
fitted up at small expense and made to 
serve the purpose for two or three years 
after this system was inaugurated. The 
kitchens were built in the middle, and 
it wasn’t always agreeable for the pas- 
sengers. The cars would become 
smoky and thick with kitchen odors. 
This, however, wasn’t a circumstance 
to the trouble made by the darkies 
whenever a misunderstanding arose be- 
tween thein, which, as 1 remember, 
was not infrequent. In the early 
‘70's dining-car crews were often com- 
posed of a turbulent set of blacks, and 
tney were generally reaay for a scrap 
whether their car was full or not. It 

ok a nervy conductor to keep order. 

:!:ere seemed to be a Continual feud ex- 
isting between the cooks and waiters, 
Once, just out of Burlington, a dispute 
arose between the head cook and a 
waiter over anorder. The latter final- 
'y told the cook, who was an ugly- 
looking chap, to attend to his own busi- 
ness, and then he started to walk away. 
No sooner had he turned than a good- 
sized rib roast struck him in the back.

Vegetable Saloons of Guatemala Une of 
the Curlesities of Nature. 

Hugh Tracey, an Englishman touring 
the United States before returning toa 
branch of his house established in 
Guatemala, talked in a novel way the 
other ‘day at the Leland apropros of

“*The doctor has recently visited Lon- 
don,” said Mr. Tracey, “and I was 
amused at some phases of the discus- 
sion which his visit brought up.- For 
instance, the respectability of animals 
in regard to strong drink was frequent- 
ly held up as an example to human 
beings.

Some of them are ‘in 
themselves vegetable whisky shops, 
since they contain large pouches filled 
with liquor equally as powerful, and 
into which little animals and insects 
junmip and proceed to drink themselves 
todeath. Their dead bodies are then 
gradually absorbed by the plant. Some 
of the larger victims attempt to leap out 
of the place before they are too drunk 
to move, but they find that the vicor 
ous saloon-keeper has barred the wuy

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NATURAL BAROMETERS. 


Mexico Which fFYoretell the 
Weather. 

A traveler who has just returne 
from a tour through Mexico, during 
which he visited many of the out of the 
way places usually passed over by trav- 
elers, gives an account of a singular 
rock to be found near the little village 
of Chilpancigno in the Sierra Madre del 
Sur. This rock he describes as being 
possessed of the property of being able 
to foretell rain, and is said by the na- 
tives to be infallible. The traveler in 
juestion was able to withess several 
‘xhibitions of its remarkable power, 
which repeatedly foretold a shower 
jwenty-four hours before any other 
warning of its approach was given. 
The rock stands alone in a little valley 
musually fertile and green, and seems 
# protrude from the ground rather than 
‘est upon its surface. 

It is irreguiar in shape, about five 
feet in height and ten feet about the 
yase, and in fair weather is of a dull, 
rrayish tint, and as smooth as polished 
narble to the wouch, but unnaturally 
old. On the approach of rain it loses 
ts neutral color and begins to turna 
liagy red, deepest about the base, and 
1 light pink about the summit. Its 
temperature increases to about sixty de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and it presents the 
appearance of being slowly heated by 
an internal fire. This heat and crimson 
color increases rapidly as the atmos- 
phere grows heavier until the rain be- 
gins to fall, when, according to its de- 
scent, the rock glows and becomes 
lighter in hue. 

When the shower is over the warmth 
and color gradually depart, and the 
gray tintis resumed and the rock be- 
comes cold. During electrical disturb- 
ances this mineral barometer often as- 
sumes a highly heated appearance, 
emitting a pale blue light, and is so 
strongly charged with electricity as to 
be unapproachable. Mineralogists who 
have examined the stone declare them- 
selves at a loss to identify it.
